American Cent 

(A talk before the California Coin Club, Aug-ust 1, 1939.) 


February 21, 1857, in American history, is still remembered by a very 
few as a day of sadness. For on that fateful day the Congress of the United 
States signed the death warrant of an old and cherished friend — the old 
large copper cent. True, this was done for the good of all, and while every- 
one realized it was definitely a progressive step and looked forward with 
great curiosity to the advent of the small cent, who could deny that there 
was a lump in many a throat at the passing of the granddaddy of our na- 
tional coinage. No other coin or single piece of currency, including the 
mighty double ducat, has ever been as coveted as this old copper. Visions 
of the treasures they would buy in those days helped to ease the burden of 
many childhood trials and tribulations. And today visions of completing 
a treasured collection of these history-laden coins helps to ease the daily 
burdens of many an adult. 

The birth of the small cent took place in the early part of May, 185 7, and 
during that month $.3,800,000.00 worth of them were struck at the mint in 
Philadelphia. Naturally, this little pale iiiiiMister was the object of much 
criticism, both good and bad, and for a long time was the center of many a 
discussion. The newcomer was 11/16 of an inch in diameter — 6/16 of an 
inch smaller than the large copper. It weighed 7 2 grains, against 168 grains 
for the big cent of 1857. There were many who said that the little cent 
would not last — that it would be recalled because, being almost half the 
size of its larger and recently deceased brother, it certainly would never be 
accepted universally as having as much value or purchasing power. These 
predictions, as we all know, were unfounded. The small cent was destined 
for a long and eventful career. 

All of us are familiar with the small Flying Eagle cent of 1857. It was 
struck in an alloyed metal composed of 8 8 per cent, copper and 12 per cent, 
nickel. This combination was designed to wear better and to last longer 
than ordinary copper, but, as we all know, the outcome was just the opposite, 
and, as we shall discover later, there was another radical change in the 
metallic composition within a very few years. Before the adoption of the 
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small cent of 18 57 there was much experimentation in metals, sizes and 
weights, but little thought was given to design. This is undoubtedly due to 
the fact that the mint authorities were more concerned with the practicability 
of the size and composition of the new piece than they were with its appear- 
ance. They undoubtedly felt that if the coin proved acceptable they could 
then worry about a suitable design. This is borne out by the fact that two 
years after its advent the Flying Eagle was replaced by the so-called Indian 
Head, of which we shall hear more later. The obverse design of the Flying 
Eagel cent was inspired by the reverse, without the stars, of the 1839 dollar 
designed by Christian Gobrecht, who was the official engraver for the United 
States Mint from 1840 until 18 44. The obverse of this cent is an exact 
minia ture replica of the reverse of the 1839 Gobrecht Dollar with the excep- 
tion that the words ‘'One Dollar ' UTC vepl ucyd with th e~ xt ate " ‘^ 185?”, and 
that the eagle is shown in horizontal flight instead of ascending flight. The 
reverse design is composed of a wreath of tobacco leaves encircling the words 
*‘One Cent." The credit for the reverse can be given to some assistant en- 
graver of that time whose name and works evidently were not considered 
important enough to list in mint records or numismatic history. 

The cents that first bore the date 1858 were identical with those of 1857. 
Later in the year, however, it was found necessary by those in charge of the 
mint to re-engrave that part of the die bearing the legend, and in so doing 
they engraved the legend “United States of America” in slightly smaller 
lettering. Thus we have the 1858 large-letter cent and the 1858 small-letter 
cent. The difference is so slight, however, as to be almost imperceptible. 
There are several ways to determine this difference, the quickest and simplest 
being to notice the shape of the letter “o” in the word “of” in the legend. 
The “o” in the large-letter cent is long and narrow, while that in the legend 
on the small-letter cent is not so long and much wider. Of course one should 
use a good glass in making the test. 

In the early part of the year 1858 it had definitely been decided that the 
small cent was practical and acceptable so far as weight and size were con- 
cerned. The durability of the coin could not be determined as yet, however, 
as the cents had not been in circulation long enough. Feeling that the coin- 
age would be continued indefinitely, the mint authorities instructed the 
then chief engraver, James B. Longacre, to work up a new design. Numis- 
matic records relate that for many months he worked out designs, each of 
which he refused to submit because he was not satisfied with them. One 
evening he was entertaining at his home an Indian chieftain, who had 
brought along his full regalia for the purpose of sitting for a bust that 
Mr. Longacre was contemplating designing for a medal. The story goes that 
the Indian chief placed his headdress upon the head of Mr. Longacre’s pretty 
little twelve-year old daughter. Longacre was so taken by the strikingly 
beautiful picture thus created that he made his daughter sit immediately 
while he created the design which was finally adopted for the obverse of the 
so-called Indian Head cent of 1859, which was not at all. as you can see, 
the head of an Indian. 

In scrutinizing closely the obverse of any so-called Indian cent you will 
note the girlish face, the curly locks of hair extending below the headdress 
and falling over the shoulders, and also the string of beads around the lower 
part of the neck. The reverse of the so-cailed Indian Head Cent of 18 59 
is not only different from any other so-called Indian cent, but it is different 
from any other small cent which has been minted to this date. Mr. Longacre 
used an olive wreath on the reverse of his cent of 18 59 instead of the 
tobacco wreath used on that of the Flying Eagles, probably reasoning that it 
was daintier and more suitable to the girlish figure on the obverse. Evi- 
dently not satisfied with his choice after seeing the coin in circulation, he 
prevailed upon the authorities to change the olive wreath to the new reverse 
design, which consisted of an oak wreath enclosing the words “One Cent.” 
This was done, and the change first appeared on the cents of the following 
year — 1860 — and continued down to and including 1909. 

There were no major changes in the small cent for several years after 
1860, a few minor ones being in the difference of the size of the numerals 
in the dates only. 

By 18 62 it was very obvious that the copper-nickel alloy of which the 
coins were made was not as durable as the old coppers. Realizing that a 
change was imperative, much experimenting was done in all sorts of metals, 
both alloys and unadulterated. This accounts for the great variety of pat- 
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terns and trial pieces struck during the early 60’s. Of all the experiments 
made, those coins made of bronze withstood the tests best, even on planchets 
almost half as thick. This naturally brought the weight down considerably. 
The necessary recommendations were made, and on April 22, 18 64, Con- 
gress passed a law discontinuing the coinage of the copper-nickel cent and 
authorizing that of the bronze cent of the same design in its place. This 
new coin was composed of 95 per cent, copper and 5 per cent, tin and zinc. 

The first bronze cents struck in 18 64 were made by the same die as was 
used for the copper-nickel variety of that year. However, a new die was 
soon put into use, as the act just passed provided that the bronze cents be 
12/16 of an inch in diameter instead of 11/16 of an inch as formerly, and 
48 grains in weight instead of 7 2 grains. The so-called Indian Head design 
had met with such faborable comment during the first five years of its life 
that Mr. Longacre took advantage of the opportunity which necessitated the 
changing of the die to take credit for its creation by having his initial — 
the letter “L” — appear on the cents. This honor was accorded him on every 
coin of every year until the end of their coinage in 1909, even though he 
ceased to be chief engraver in 18 69. To those who have not studied the 
small cents, it will be difficult to locate the initial without a fairly powerful 
glass. The “L” is on the obverse and appears on the ribbon of the headdress. 
The simplest way to locate it is to turn the cent so the face of the figure 
faces down. The “L” will then be visible right side up just under the last 
feather of the chieftain’s headgear. 

The so-called Indian Head cents, except for a few very minor changes in 
the size of the dates of various years, led a very dull and uneventful life 
to the end of their days, which by exact date was June 30, 1909. The most 
noticeable variation in the size of dates may be seen by comparing the cent 
of 1871 to that of 1872; likewise, the cent of 1873 to that of 1874. On 
some of the Indian Heads of 1908 the letter ‘'S” suddenly appeared on the 
reverse below the base of the wreath, and while this cent was exactly like all 
of its long line of ancestors, it had the single honor of being the first cent 
coined at a branch mint — that of San Francisco. This branch also turned 
out some the last of the Indian cents in 1909. 

Stating that these cents had a very uneventful career, I naturally meant 
numismatically. The years during which these coins were struck, as we 
all know, were by no means dull ones. In fact, they were without a doubt 
the most eventful years in our history to date. 

Within a short two years after the birth of the first Indian cent, the 
country became engaged in the great Civil War. Had the outcome been 
other than it was, the life of the coin might have indeed been a short one. 
It is interesting to know that although millions of the little pieces had been 
struck from 1859 to and including 18 61, they, as well as all other coins, 
swiftly began to disappear from circulation, and from that date on until well 
into 18 64 they were very scarce and seldom seen. The most important 
reason for this was that the majority of the people, not knowing what the 
outcome of the war would be, refused to trust the new paper money which 
the United States first issued as legal tender in 186 2, and began to hoard 
gold, silver, and even these Indian cents and other minor coins. Speculators 
sold the coins, or hard money, as it was then called, at a premium of 20 
per cent, above the face value of the paper money. 

Conditions made it necessary for merchants and other private parties to 
issue tokens to be used as cents for change purposes. These coins became 
known as Tradesmen’s Store Cards, or Civil War cents, and I feel they are 
sufficiently important to include in my story of our small cents, as, while 
they were by no means ever recognized as legal tender, yet they were more 
plentiful and more in daily use during those tragic years than our regular 
cents. For a while the Government made no effort to stop this private 
coinage, until 18 64, when, by an Act of Congress, it became a criminal offense 
for any individual, firm or agency outside of the official mints to coin money 
in any form. 

In the fall of 18 62 the first of these tokens were issued in Cincinnati and 
other Western cities. Their appearance in New York followed in the spring 
of 1863, and from there similar tokens came into general use throughout 
the Eastern States. 

The metal chiefiy used was copper, though a few were struck in brass, 
white metal and copper-nickel. They were nearly all the same size as the 
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regular cents and dated from 1861 to 1864, most of them bearing the year 
1863. Many appeared without a date. Over 1,500 different varieties have 
been catalogued. 

Merchants had their names, addresses and businesses engraved on the 
pieces, which were known as Tradesmen’s cards. Those made by private 
parties without any name or business have been designated as tokens. 

Some of the mottos that represent the spirit of patriotism and loyalty to 
the Union during these times are “Union Forever,’’ “Death to Traitors,” 
“Peace Forever,” “United We Stand, Divided We Fall,” “Constitution For- 
ever,” and “Remembrance of ’63.” 

Soon after the Act of 1864 prohibiting the coining of money by individuals, 
interesting little coins quickly disappeared from circulation, and 

the regular cents gradually became quite brevaleilt agatn as people began to - 

bring them out of their hiding places and put them into circulation. 

The birth date of the Indian Cent was less than one year prior to Lincoln’s 
election to the Presidency. It was not only, therefore, contemporary with 
our beloved “Abe,” but it became a monument to his memory long after 
his tragic death — a monument without equal, because those who had lived 
through these hectic years could not help but revere the man who had become 
known as our greatest President each time they viewed the coin, and even 
the poorest people had at least one of these little coins, there having been 
almost two billion of them minted. 

To the generations born after Lincoln’s passing the Indian cent did not 
necessarily associate itself in their minds with him, which is readily under- 
stood. Nothing could be more fitting, then, than to perpetuate the memory 
with the newer generation and those to come by creating his image on the 
descendant of John B. Longacre’s Indian cent. And so it was with this in 
mind that instructions were given early in 1908 to the chief engraver of the 
mint to create a new small cent which would have the bust of Abrahani 
Lincoln on the obverse. Victor D. Brenner carried out the honor that had 
befallen him. His design was accepted, the dies were cut, and on July 1, 
1909, the first new shiny Lincoln Head cent rolled out of the coining press 
at the Philadelphia mint, and the Indijfns became history. 

Mr. Brenner’s likeness of Lincoln was perfect, and we can readily under- 
stand the enthusiasm and pride in his work that caused him to have his 
initials struck on this beautiful coin, on the reverse in the exergue below 
the wreath. The mint officials felt, however, that the “V. D. B.” was too 

conspicuous, and before the end of the year it was omitted; and it was not 

until 1918 that recognition was again given to Mr. Brenner for his fine 

work by placing his initials back on the coin, this time, however, in a less 

conspicuous place — under the shoulder of Lincoln’s bust. The initials have 
appeared in the same place on every issue down to date. The mottos “In 
God We Trust” and “E Pluribus Unum” were added to the new coin, the 
former to the obverse and the latter to the reverse. Enclosed in the new 
wreath of wheat stocks on the reverse were the modernized letters of thfe 
words “One Cent,” and also enclosed was “United States of America.” 

The size and weight of the Lincoln cent is exactly the same as the Indian, 
as is the metallic composition. Its design, from the practical standpoint, 
was engineered so well that in the thirty years of its existence it has not yet 
been found necessary to make any changes or corrections in its physical 
aspects for the reason that it did not wear well. 

The first year of its issue produced the most varieties, there being four 
in all. I am speaking, of course, of the intentional differences and not the 
die breaks or freaks, of which there are always quite a few. There were 
the initialed pieces of the Philadelphia and San k'rancisco mints and the 
ones without the “V. D. B.” from the same two mints. 

In 1911 the first cent coined in the United States bearing the mint mark 
“D” made its appearance. This, of course, signified the fact that it had 
been struck at the Denver mint. 

Numismatically there is very little to be said about the Lincoln cent 
down through the years from 19 09, excepting the mysteries, myths and 
rumor surrounding the issue of 19 22. Mint records disclose that the coin 
was struck only at the Denver mint, even though quite a few specimens have 
been discovered without the “mint mark.” I have heard many stories to 
the effect that these had been produced at Philadelphia, either through error 
or on the sly, by the mint workers, who planned to make large sums of 
money from the coins by selling them in later years to collectors. It is not

my intention to disillusion any of yon who might possess one of these so- 
called rarities, but a bacteriologist’s microscope will produce what should 
have been the “D”, even on an uncirculated copy. What really happened 
was that due to negligence on the part of some mint worker or workers at 
Denver, the electrotype copy of the master die was not replaced with a new 
copy soon enough after showing wear, which in this case took place in the 
mint mark. Therefore, should you own one of these cents, simply classify 
it as having been weakly struck. The fact that the Denver branch is the 
only mint to produce the penny in 19 22 is merely co-incidental. 

Historically, the picture is a different one. The incidents surrounding 
each year of its stormy career till volumes of vital interest to every Ameri- 
can, and through every volume, through the dark days and the bright, 
the memory of Lincoln serves as an inspiration to all. The Lincoln cent is 
a direct descendant of the Longacre Indian, which to me was a part of 
Lincoln. It has been in existence for over thirty years. Acording to law, 
Congress has the right to authorize a change in the design now at any time. 
It is my sincere hope that when this is done the new little cent will be so 
designed as to continue to perpetuate the memory of that great American, 
at the inception of whose career the small cent had found its laeginning. 

There are many more interesting things connected with the study and 
collection of the small cents of the United States, such as the many pattern 
pieces, the die-break varieties and the freaks. At a later date, with your 
usual kind patience, we might go into these. 


Shinplasters 

Ephrata

Modern Ephrata, in the State of Pennsylvania, is a thriving town of over 
50 00 population, just thirteen miles northeast of Lancaster. This venerable 
old town was formerly the seat of the mystic Order of the Solitary, a semi- 
monastic order of the Seventh-Day Baptist Dunkers. Rev. John Conrad 
Beissel was the founder in the year 173 2. Celibacy was advocated, but 
marriage was not prohibited. And, in a similar way, community ownership 
of property was approved, but private ownership was not forbidden. By 17 40 
the group in the cloisters had grown to thirty-six brethren and thirty-five 
sisters. Continued growth in numbers and prosperity brought together a 
■group of almost 300 individuals at the peak days of Ephrata Cloisters. 

The houses were built with low ceilings, narrow passages, doors very low 
and narrow, and the individual cells were only large enough to hold a cot 
and indispensable pieces of rough furniture. It is stated that the inmates 
slept on wooden benches with wooden blocks foi* pillows. Many were well 
educated and others skilled craftsmen. 

History states that in 1742, or ten years after the founding of Ephrata 
Cloisters, the printing press had been introduced and the art of printing 
developed into a very important industry. Many books, some of them beau- 
tifully made and now rare treasures, were turned out with the greatest of 
care. Thus, as the society grew, it endeavored to make practically every- 
thing that was used. There was a paper mill, saw mill, fiour mill, fulling 
mill, and a mill for making oil from flaxseed. In the year 1777, after the 
Battle of Brandywine, the buildings were used as a hospital for the Con- 
tinental soldiers. The society continued until 18 75, when it finally dis- 
integrated. Today the buildings are under State control and the very inter- 
esting Ephrata Cloisters are open to visitors. 

Continental Congress came to Ephrata Cloisters for paper money. Special 
efforts were put forth by the brotherhood to produce an exceptional paper 
with a bluish-green tint. “Die Papier-Muhle du Bruderschaft” turned out 
a quality of paper unsurpassed in America of that period. This paper mill 
had been in operation for more than forty years before receiving this order 
to produce paper money. Here is the first inflationary currency of the new 
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republic, paper made, engraving done, printing accomplished by the faithful 
brotherhood in remote Ephrata, a quiet spot far removed from interference 
by General Howe’s Red Coats. And to this must be added the fact that 
during a period of less than two years these Ephrata monks made for the 
Infant Republic paper currency with a face value of twenty-five million 
dollars. Rather a good beginning for these skilled workmen in a new line 
of printing activity. 

Ephrata currency was really good-looking money. In our day the de- 
nominations appear curious with bills of $1, $2, $3, $4, $5, $6, $7, SS. $9, 
$10, $20, $30 and $40. The records disclose the fact that not one single 
bill failed to reach the Continental Congress, even though there existed no

G-men to guard the printing or prevent it being turned out for private use. 

Only too naturally this money failed of its purpose. It had no bullion 
backing, and in consequence rapidly lost its intended purchasing power. 
The worthlessness of this Continental Currency gave birth to the expletive, 
“Not Worth a Continental.’’ Congress was flooded with protests because 
of this worthless money, but there was little to be done about it. One group 
of war veterans tarred a big dog and covered the animal with these bills 
and led it down Chestnut street, where Congress was then in session. This 
prank threw Congress into consternation, but no remedy for the deplorable 
situation was in sight. 

Ephrata Cloisters were noted for other accomplishments besides the print- 
ing of this Continental Currency, which was “only good to place under the 
stockings to keep the shins warm,’’ hence the name shinplasters. The leader, 
Prior Jaebez, was then perhaps the most accomplished linguist in the 
country. He was employed by Congress to make translations in seven 
European languages of the Declaration of Independence. The old iron 
lamp used by Jaebez is still among the ancient relics on display at Ephrata. 
Here, also, was published the famed Book of Martyrs. Printers of Phila- 
delphia, Boston and New York were unequal to this monumental task, a 
book of fourteen by seventeen inches, nearly a foot thick, containing 
hundreds of wood-cut engravings, all neatly done by the monks during a 
labor of three years. Washington’s army seized several wagon loads of the 
unsold copies and used the paper for gun-wads. The idea was to make 
martyrs out of the British soldiers with the Ephrata Cloisters’ “Book of 
Martyrs.’’ 


Notes On The 
So-Called 

Roman Family Coins

The discussions of Roman “family’’ coins which I have read assume 
familarity on the part of the reader with the functions of the various Roman 
officials and also with the way in which Roman names are put together. An 
attempt is made here to describe this series of interesting coins and include 
this supplementary information. 

Harold Mattingly’s splendid “Roman Coins’’ has been used wherever pos- 
sible and supplemented from other sources where necessary. Arabic nu- 
merals refer to pages in this book and Roman numerals followed by Arabic 
to plate and coin of the illustrations. 

First, as to what these “family” coins are: 

“It has been customary to describe Roman Republican coins 
under the two names of ‘consular’ and ‘family.’ The ‘consular’ 
are the early unsigned coins, tentatively assigned to the jurisdiction 
of the consuls. The signed coins of the moneyers are called ‘family’ 
coins because the names and badges of the great families occur on 
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them and because reference to family history is written large on 
the later types. Both names are pardonable as convenient short- 
hand terms, as long as their true significance is not forgotten. 
Unfortunately, the use of them has obstured the obvious truth that 
one and all are primarily issues of the Roman State, and many 
collectors of Roman coins have probably spent their days under the 
hazy impression that the great Roman families had some sort of 
private right to utter coinage in the name of Rome.” (31) 

Second, as to the period covered. They first appear early in the second 
Punic War (218-202 B. C.) and merge into issues of coins of the contenders 
for mastery of the Roman State which resulted in the death of the Republic 
and the formation of the Empire. (30) 

In general, the issue of coins in Italy was under the jurisdiction of special 
magistrates, the “tresviri aere argento auro fiando feriundo,” or three men 
for the casting and striking of bronze, silver and gold. These triumvirs held 
office for one year, and were reelected probably rarely. They were usually 
young Senators who were starting their careers as state officials. All did 
not strike coins; when coins were to be struck, one triumvir was directed 
by the Senate to arrange for the issue upon which he placed his name. It 
is not clear whether or not the other two triumvirs were involved in the 
issue in any way. (29, 31) 

Outside of Italy the coinage may have been placed under the jurisdiction 
of the provincial quaestors. (30) 

‘‘The mention of all three metals and the reference to ‘casting’ 
indicates that their duties extended beyond the actual issue of 
coins to the control of the state supplies of metal in bar form.” (29) 

This statement should be compared with the following: 

The ‘‘tresviri” were instituted in 28 9 B. C. (29) As late as 
268 B. C. some bronze was still being cast. (9, 10) Blanks for 
coins were always cast. (36) 

It does not seem clear from the text why Mr. Mattingly concludes that 
‘‘casting” refers to bar form of bullion and not to the casting of blanks or 
bronze coins. 

Minting during the period under discussion was not a continuous process. 
It was usually associated with unusual governmental expenditures, such as 
war, foundation of colonies, distribution of corn or celebration of games. 
While the distribution of corn was a state expense, that for games was borne 
by magistrates. These magistrates were allowed by the Senate to commemo- 
rate the games with coins and to place their names on them. (90, 91) 

‘‘In general, it is clear that the delegation of power of coinage to 
other magistrates than the tresviri in Rome was a feature of the 
last century of the Republic and that such coinage was designed 
for special purposes falling within the competance of those other 
magistrates.” (33) 

The various officials who are mentioned on coins and their duties are 
briefly outlined here. In the early days of the Republic the consuls were 
the commanding generals of the army, as well as being in charge of all civil 
administration, including the treasury and the judiciary. This led to diffi- 
culties, since the consul in war time had to be away from Rome for long 
periods. Also with the expansion of Roman territory the consul no longer 
had time to direct all the affairs of government. 

Quaestors were introduced to handle government funds; censors to assess 
taxes, determine voting rights, and supervise daily conduct, and perhaps to 
let contracts for the supply of metal for coinage. (28, 37) We wonder 
just how this metal was paid for. 

Praetors were appointed to act as judges, and aediles were placed in 
charge of public buildings, temples, preparations for funerals, cleaning and 
repairing streets and the regulations of markets and weights and measures. 

Two ‘‘aediles curules” were originally patrician, but later were appointed 
from either plebeian or patrician families. Two ‘‘aediles plebis” were also 
appointed from plebeian families. 
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Praefecti urbis were temporary officers; deputies appointed to act as con- 
suls, and later as praetors as well, when the regular magistrates were away 
from Rome. Their office expired when the regular magistrates returned. 

The Roman name is somewhat puzzling, especially so since writers have 
not been very consistent in the terms used to designate different parts of 
the name. The Latin terms, however, are used consistently. 

The “praenomen” comes first and corresponds to our given name. The 
common Roman “praenomens” are frequently abbreviated as follows:

The second name was the “nomen,” also called the clan name, tribe name, 
name of “gens,” gentile name, family name and surname. This has no 
equivalent in our name. All families were members of some “gens” (tribe or 
clan) and the name of the tribe was used as one part of the name of an 
individual. 

The third name was the “cognomen,” also called family name or surname, 
and is equivalent to our family name. 

A fourth name, the “agnomen,” was also used at times, which was in the 
nature of a nickname or honorary name. This might be derived from some 
personal trait or peculiarity or from some feat of the individual or some 
action or event with which the individual was associated, as “Africanus,” 
for some one associated in some way with Africa. 

Usually both nomen and cognomen are not found on coins, and they 
cannot be distinguished from each other when only one is used except from 
a knowledge of what names were nomens and which cognomens. The names 
which are commonly found on coins are tabulated in Rawlings’ “Coins and 
How to Know Them,” page 147 ff. Here the nomen is called the family 
name and the cognomen the surname of the branch of the family. For ex- 
ample, the Vibia “gens” includes the Pansa and Vara families, and a Rufa 
family is found in each of the following “gens”: Aurelia, Cordia, Lucilia, 
Minucia, Plantia and Pompeia. 

Sometimes a reference is made, following the “gens” or family name, to 
some distinguished relative as a matter of pride or to distinguish father and 
son of the same praenomen. 

Several examples of Roman names follow: 

PVBLIVS CORNELIVS SCIPIO AFRICANVS 

Praenomen or given name, Publius; nomen or tribe name, Cornelius; 
cognomen or family name, Scipio; agnomen, Africanus. 

C HOSIDIVS C F BROCCHIVS 

Praenomen, Caius; nomen, Hosidius; cognomen, Brocchius. C F stands 
for CAH FILIVS (Cains’ son). 

In using the nomehs or cognomens to designate the tribe or family, the 
feminine forms HOSIDIA, BROCCHIA, CORNELIA, etc., are used, since the 
Latin words “gens” (tribe) and “familia” (lamily) are feminine. These 
forms would also be used with women's names, but such names are not 
found on the “family” coins. 

In catalogues, the usual grouping of these coins is by “nomen” but the 
name is usually referred to as the family name, although clan or tribe would 
be more accurate. 

When types are used which refer to the family, they are usually on the 
reverse, the obverse generally having the head of a god or goddess. The 
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moneyer’s name is normally on the reverse, but sometimes on the obverse, 
as on one coin illustrated below. In a few cases the name is divided between 
the reverse and obverse. 

With the foregoing in mind, a more detailed consideration of the ‘‘family 
coins” can be given. 

We conjecture that these names were used primarily to fix responsibility 
in case underweight or adultered coins were found, but partly as a mark of 
honor for undertaking the striking of coins. The use of these names ap- 
parently grew out of the use of personal symbols, at least Mr. Mattingly (30) 
believes that some of the symbols found on earlier coins were personal and 
not mint marks. 

The earlier “family” coins usually had names in very abbreviated forms. 
Two examples are shown:

Titles were used with the moneyers’ names at times. (VII-12) has the 
inscription L FVRI CN F BROCCHI III VI R (Lucius Furius, Gnaeus’ son, 
Brocchius, Triumvir.) The title IIIVIR was probably only used when there 
was something irregular about the issue, as when struck away from Rome 
or for some exceptional purpose at the capital. (31) 

After 130 B. C. names of several moneyers are found; (VII-4) shows 
M SILA Q CVRT (Marcus Silanus, Quintus Curtins), which was probably 
struck for new colonies by officials of the colony. (32) 

An example of an issue by a quaestor is (VII-5) inscribed M SERGIVS 
SILVS Q S C (Marcus Sergius Silus Quaestor by decree of the Senate). (33) 
(VII-8) shows M FAN L CRIT AED PL (Marcus Fannius and Lucius 
Critonius plebeian aediles.) This coin was issued in connection with the 
distribution of corn by the plebeian aediles. 

(VII-10) was issued in honor of public games, by direction of the Senate, 
by P GALB AED CVR (Publius Galbus, curule aedile.) 

During the civil wars of Caesar and Ponipey the major magistrates only 
struck coins, consuls, urban quaestors and praetors. (33) Later Caesar 
changed the triumvirate for coinage to a quattuorvirate, but entrusted the 
gold coinage to the praefecti urbis. (VII-14) shows one of the latter coins 
with the inscription L PLANC PRAEF VRB. (31-33) 



NVMA P 

(NVMA POMPILIVS) 

The types employed on the “family” coins frequently referred to family 
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history, real or legendary. The Pomponia gens claimed descent from 
Pompus, a son of Numa Pompilius, the legendary second king of Rome, who 
was the founder of the Roman religious rites. A coin of this family is 
shown which has for reverse type Numa Pompilius at a flaming altar and a 
boy leading a goat to sacriflce. The obverse has the nomen and the reverse 
inscribed so as to leave no doubt what the type represented. 

The Metella family used an elephant’s head on coins struck by them in 
reference to the victory of L. Caecilius Metellus at Agrigentum when the 
war elephants of Carthage were captured. 

The use of a punning type is perhaps seen in the denarius of L THORIVS 
BALBVS, previously illustrated. A butting bull was a common type of the 
atata nf Thiirliim in Italy, and this indicates that a connection is in- 
tended between the name of Thurium and Thorius. (Page iS Of "A Cluldu 
to the Exhibition of Roman Coins in the British Museum,” written by Mr. 
Mattingly.) 

Coins of the Scipio family frequently used a staff as an auxiliary symbol, 
scipio being the Latin word for staff. (71) 

The use of types referring to the family of the moneyer did not exclude 
the use of other types which had no personal meaning; in fact the latter 
are more numerous than the former. 

“Family” coins, as before mentioned, were followed by coinage of the 
Imperators Caesar, Pompey, Brutus and Marc Antony, who were trying to 
get control of Rome. Although many of their coins showed moneyers’ names, 
they are usually not classed as “family” coins. 

These “family” coins are interesting in themselves. A great variety of 
types are available to collectors, and the personal element is interesting, 
since in many instances the name is found in the absorbing history of Rome. 

From a broader standpoint these coins are also interesting as illustrating 
one stage in the development of the Roman State from personal government 
under kings, through a rather impersonal government by the Assembly, 
superseded by the Senate later and which became more and more personal, 
ending in dictatorship and empire. I feel that the relationship between 
coinage and the spirit of the times is extremely close and that the early timid 
use of extremely abbreviated family names and the flnal bold use of a full 
name and types of a personal nature show this progress toward dictatorship 
very clearly.

A-rambling go our thoughts. Everybody should have an avocation. Have 
you a favorite subject of thought or effort? Many persons have just such a 
hobby. They And that an interest outside the bread-and-butter proposition 
helps to dispel the wear and tear of a day in the office, shop, classroom, or 
on the farm, and leaves the mind refreshed for the ordeals of the morrow. 

One of the most popular and most restive of all hobbies is that of numis- 
matics. This is a form of hobby that often appeals to one in early life as 
well as to those who have reached more mature years. Of course it is not 
necessary to call attention to the fact that coin collecting appeals to boys 
rather than to girls. 

The feminine mind more often takes to dolls, china, glass, and usually 
leaves the coin-collecting business to the brethren. However this may be, 
we welcome all interested ladies to our coin hobby, and may they join the 
ranks. Delay not. Procrastination is the thief of time, so it has been 
written. 

Music as a hobby has played a large part in the lives of busy folk. Some 
collectors are interested in musicians’ medals and tokens. Such collectors 
are usually students and appreciate music. Quite a few hobby folk have 
interested themselves in steel and in copper and in brass and in other metals. 

Josef Hoffman, when not giving piano recitals, risks his delicate fingers 
around the rapidly whirling lathes in the machine shop he has installed in 
the cellar of his home. His hobby is one which has proved a source of profit.

royalties. 

The late William H. Woodin, the first Secretary of the Treasury in the 
present Administration, and whose principal business was manufacturing 
railroad cars, composed music favorably received by the critics. And what 
a wonderful numismatic collection he enjoyed! 

Henry Ford forgets the cares of his organization by taking his or any 
other watch apart and putting it together again. And when Mr. Ford has 
finished the assembling job there are no excess pieces over, as is apt to be 
the case with most amateurs. 

Exhibitions and displays of numismatic specimens the country over have 
been and are attracting favorable notice from art critics and public.

HOUATES 1804 AM) 1805 U. S. 1H)LLARS IN LONDON. 

I was in London a short time ago and while there visited the Coin and 
Medal Department of the British Museum. In conversing with the men in 
charge, they asked me whether I had any knowledge of United States coins. 
I told them that while my knowledge was limited, I had a fair idea of 
standard coins minted by the Federal Government from 17 93 to date. 

I was shown an 1804 U. S. silver dollar. Knowing that this date is ex- 
tremely rare, I asked for a reading glass. I examined the dollar, and it 
looked to me as though it was an unaltered date. Then they showed me 
an 1805 silver dollar. I expressed my amazement, for this dollar is even 
rarer than the 180 4. I asked them whether these U. S. dollars were givon to 
the British Museum, and they replied in the negative, stating that the dollars 
were sent to them by someone in the West Indies with the request that they 
put a valuation on them. I was further informed that these two dollars 
were being sent to Messrs. Spink & Son (London) with instructions that 
they be sold on a commission basis. 

That night I kept thinking about these two dollars and came to the con- 
clusion that I was a little hasty in looking at them through the glass. The 
dollars were fairly worn, but I failed to note whether the dates were equally 
worn with the coin. It was my intention to go back to the Museum, but I 
was so pressed for time and as my stay in London was limited I did not get 
back. 

If this letter is of special interest, I wish you would publish it in the hope 
that some of your readers may know something of these two particular 
dollars and further in the hope that this letter will be read by the two gen- 
tlemen who conversed with me at the British Museum. I am curious to 
know whether the dates have been altered or whether they are originals.

THE COINAGE BILL RECENTIjV I'ASSED BY CONGRESS. 

In our September issue we published the text of a “Bill to Regulate Com- 
memorative Coins” and stated that this bill had passed the recent session of 
Congress and was approved by the President on August 7. This was in- 
correct, due to a misunderstanding. During the session there were two bills 
before Congress regulating commemorative coins. One was sponsored by 
Senator Maloney, which was the one published in last month’s issue, and 
one introduced by Mr. Cochran. The latter’s bill is as follows: 

AN ACT 

To prohibit the issuance and coinage of certain commemorative coins, and 

for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representative of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled. That subsequent to the enactment 
of this Act no commemorative coins shall be coined or issued pursuant to 
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any Act of Congress, authorizing the coinage and issuance of commemora- 
tive coins, enacted prior to March 1, 1939. 

Approved, August 5, 193 9. 

It was the latter bill which passed Congress and received the President’s 
approval. The effect of this legislation, as is well known to collectors, will 
be to stop the coinage of certain commemoratives of which large issues were 
authorized several years ago and a comparatively small number issued at 
different times since. 

Of Mr. Maloney’s bill (which did not pass Congress) it might be said that 
Section 5 was, in effect, the same as the Cochran bill. 

Mr. Maloney’s bill as originally introduced was similar in most respects 
to a bill drawn by L. W. Hoffecker, of El Paso, Texas, and submitted to Mr. 
Maloney two or three years ago. At that time Mr. Hoffecker was chairman 
of the Legislative Committee on Commemorative Coins of the A. N. A., and 
since that time he has been actively working for its passage. Mr. Hoffecker 
states, however, that during conferences with Mr. Cochran he was assured 
that the consensus in Washington was that the provisions of his bill were 
all that could be expected in commemorative coin degislation at this time. 


OFFICIAL MEDAL FOR ROYAL C ANADIAN VISIT. 

To commemorate the visit to Canada last spring of King George and Queen 
Elizabeth of the British Empire, the Royal Canadian Mint has issued a silver 
medal, illustrated here through the courtesy of the New Netherlands Coin 
Company, New York City. It is slightly larger than a half dollar, on^^- 
eighth of an inch thick with plain edge. 



Except for the conjoined busts of the King and Queen, the obverse is 
pleasingly plain. The reverse shows a map of Canada, with the route indi- 
cated over which the Royal couple traveled on their visit. Above the map 
the British arms separate the date, “19 39.” Around the circumference at 
the top is a scroll, with the inscription, “A Mari Vsove Ad Mare.” Follow- 
ing the lower circumference is: “Regem et Reginam Canada Salvtat.” The 
obverse was designed by Percy Metcalfe, whose initials appear above the 
shoulder of the King. 


WILL SILV ER DOLIiARS BE COINED IN 1<>8»? 

At various times since 1933 President Roosevelt has issued proclamations 
relating to the purchase and price of newly mined silver in the United States, 
the latest of which was dated July 6, 1939. Section 80.9 of this proclama- 
tion, which relates to the settlement for silver delivered, reads as follows: 

‘‘The Director of the Mint, pursuant to the consent of the owner as given 
in the agreement executed on Form TSA-1, shall retain of the silver so 
delivered, 45 per cent, as seigniorage for services performed by the Govern- 
ment of the United States, and the balance of such silver so received, that is, 
55 per cent, thereof, shall be coined into standard silver dollars, and the 
same, or an equal number of other standard silver dollars (or, at the option 
of the owner of the silver so delivered, silver certificates or any other coin 
or currency of the United States in an amount in dollars equal to such 
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standard silver dollars) shall be delivered to the owner of such silver. . . 

Following the release of this proclamation, Harry Boosel, of Chicago, 111., 
wrote to the Director of the Mint, asking “Will silver dollars be coined this 
year?” 

To this the following reply was received: “It has not been determined 
how soon coinage of silver dollars may be undertaken.” The reply was from 
Leland Howard, Acting Director of the Mint. 


NEW OR KE('ENT ISSUES. 

A- new set of come -fm* Yugoelnvia-hfte -be en ioouod in the don e- minati - o ne of 
50, 20 and 2 dinara, and 50 para. While all the coins are dated 1938, they 
were not actually put in circulation until the present year. The head on 
the obverse is that of King Peter II, who succeeded to the throne upon the 
assassination of his father. King Alexander, in 1934, and whose govern- 
ment has been in the hands of the Regent, Prince Paul, King Peter now be- 
ing only 16 years old. On the two higher denominations the name of the 
artist appears under the truncation of the neck, F. Dinchik. 





The legend around the head on the silver 50 and 20 dinara pieces reads: 
“Peter II King of Yugoslavia.” The legend on the two brass coins, 2 dinara 
and 50 para, reads: “Kingdom of Yugo-Slavia.” The two lower denomina- 
tions are of the same general design, while the two higher silver coins show 
the head of the King on the obverse and the crowned double eagle with 
'Center shield on the reverse. 

It is interesting to note that on the 5 0-dinara piece the head is turned to 
the right, while on the 20-dinara piece it is turned to the left. Another 
point of difference is that the inscriptions of all three denominations are in 
Cyrillic letters, while those of the 20 dinara are in Roman letters. At some 
later time it is expected that 25 para, 1 dinar and 10 dinara denominations 
will be issued. (Specimens for illustration from the New Netherlands Coin 
Company, New York City.) 
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NEW ZEALAND CENTENNIAL MEDAL. 

To mark the one hundredth anniversary of New Zealand in 1940, the New 
Zealand Numismatic Society will issue a medal one and a half inches in 
diameter, which will be struck in both silver and bronze. 

The obverse design typifies achievements of modern science in the repre- 
sentation of the “Dominion Monarch” (the latest and most up-to-date of sea 
transport, on which the Dominion so much depends) and a Trans-Tasman 
flying boat overhead, with modern building as a background. Around, on a 
wide rim, “New Zealand Numismatic Society,” official medal; below, “Pro- 
gress 1930.” 




Reverse, prow of a Maori canoe, in which appears a number of warriors, 
and by the seashore a New Zealand tree fern or “Pumga,” a native flax bush, 
with a range of mountains in the distance. Around, “New Zealand Cen- 
tennary”; below, “1840.”

WHERE DO DEALEILS ORTAIN NEWLY BUNTED U. S. (X>INS? 

The Numismatist frequently receives letters from collectors in different 
parts of the country asking where they can obtain newly minted United 
States coins in quantities. The inference is that they want the coins for 
sale. Our reply invariably is that while many dealers advertise these coins, 
nickels and cents particularly, of all three mints, we do not know the source 
of supply. It is generally known that the Treasury Department will furnish 
one or two specimens of any coin for cornerstones or to legitimate collectors 
for their collections, but it is not the policy nor custom of the Treasury to 
furnish them in quantities to applicants, particularly to dealers to sell at an 
advanced price. 

For about a year A. J. Williams, of the Wilkinsburg Stamp Shop, Wilkins- 
burg. Pa., has been in correspondence with the Treasury in Washington, as 
well as the superintendents of the mints, endeavoring to learn why he cannot 
purchase such coins while it is evident that other dealers easily procure 
them from some source. Mr. Williams has sent the correspondence to The 
Numismatist for examination. Recently Mr. Williams applied to his Con- 
gressman (John McDowell, of the Thirty-first Pennsylvania District) for 
assistance. Mr. McDowell took the matter up with the Treasurer of the 
United States, and received the following letter: 

May 27, 1939. 

My dear Mr. McDowell: 

This office has received by informal reference from the office of 
the Director of the Mint your letter of May 17 to the Mint Bureau 
enclosing correspondence from a constituent, Mr. A. J. Williams, 
in regard to obtaining coins to sell to the public, and asking for a 
statement regarding this matter. 

Coins are minted primarily for use as a circulating medium, and 
it is the policy of the Treasury not to furnish uncirculated coins so 
long as the stocks of circulated coins are sufficient to meet the 
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needs for circulation usage. This policy has been in effect con- 
tinuously for a great many years and was adopted as a measure of 
economy in order to avoid unnecessary coinage costs and transpor- 
tation expenses, including those on return shipments to the mints 
from the Federal Reserve banks and branches of surplus stocks 
which would result if new coins were distributed when there are 
available sufficient supplies of circulated coins. Exceptions to the 
policy are made in cases where a few pieces of new coins are de- 
sired for a special purpose, such as cornerstone layings, and bona 
fide collectors are furnished by this office at face value, plus mail 
charges, with not more than two specimens of each of the avail- 

ffnm a nnnhlinfr thunri fn nvliihit thia nhvprap anH thft rftVprsA 

thereof, but the Government’s coins are not furnished to anyone 
to sell. 

On account of the unusual interest by the public in the 1938 
Jefferson nickels by reason of the new design, a further exception 
was made to the policy and the stocks of such coins held by the 
mints were shipped to the Federal Reserv? banks and branches for 
distribution. 

Many requests from various sources are received for new coins 
which, in the aggregate, amount to a considerable sum, and it 
would be inequitable to supply new coins to dealers, some of whom 
charge a very high premium, and deny the coins to other applicants 
who do not wish them for purpose of sale and profit. To supply 
new coins to meet all requests would defeat the purpose of the 
policy and result in a substantial increase in costs to the Govern- 
ment over the present procedure. It is always difficult for each 
applicant for new coins to realize how one application for a rela- 
tively small amount can have any appreciable effect on the situa- 
tion; but, as previously stated, if the amounts requested were sup- 
plied to all applicants, the aggregate would be considerable.

UINCOLN CENT WITHOUT A DATE. 

As Thomas W. Voetter, of San Diego, Cal., mentioned recently me varie- 
ties of the Peace dollars, collectors should be on the lookout. I thought I 
would mention the one-cent Lincoln coin I found eleven years ago which I 
am still holding. This coin is without a date. As it is in very fine condi- 
tion, one can see that the date had not been rubbed off like on other coins. 
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An error was made when issuing this coin. Quite often reports come that 
errors are being made in printing stamps, so these are the ones collectors 
are looking for, as they bring the highest prices. On the side where the. 
date should be was only a light impression made on the coin and the date 
does not show. How many such coins have been found? This is the only 
one I ever came across.

15. There was also a discussion relative to attending a joint meeting of the 
Quad City Coin Club in Davenport on September 14. It was voted by the 
Club to hold regular meetings hereafter on the first Monday night of the 
month. 


NEW ZEALAND’S NEW COINAGE DESIGNS. 

The designs for the New Zealand Centennial celebrations, silver half 
crown, bronze penny, and halfpenny, which will complete the distinctive New 
Zealand series of coins, have been approved by the Government and will be 
released during the early part of the celebrations. The coins will be in high 
relief and display originality and vitality. 

The obverse of the coins bear the uncrowned effigy of the King with the 
inscription “George VI King PJmperor.” 

The reverse of the Centennial half crown shows the figure of a Maori 
woman standing, arms outfiung against a background showing the sun over-

head, with a Maori “Wharepuni,” or “Hut,” and a “Puhara,” or “Lookout 
stage,” on her right, contrasting with a modern building on her left. A 
scroll bears the dates “1840-1940,” and above is the inscription “New 
Zealand Centennial Half Crown.” Grained edge. 

The reverse of the penny bears a representation of a “Tui,” an attractive 
New Zealand bird, perched on a branch of “Kowhai,” the national flowering 
shrub, with inscription, “New Zealand — One Penny,” and the date. 

The reverse of the halfpenny has a representation of a “Tiki,” a green- 
stone neck pendant, said by some to be a Maori representation of a god, and 
by others to be an embryo child, a symbol of life and fertility, with Maori 
ornamental scrolls on either side. The inscription is “New Zealand Half- 
nennv.” and the year is record ed below. 

The successful designer is MrTX/. u. Miicneiir ot Welling tun. New Z e aland. 

He was also responsible for the designs approved for recent series of New 
Zealand stamps. 

The Government committee set up to report on the designs include Sir 
James Elliott and Mr. Allan Sutherland, F. R. N. S., President and Hon. 
Secretary respectively, of the New Zealand Numismatic Society. 

In 1940 New Zealand will be 100 years old as a British possession. In 
1840 the country was inhabited by brown-skinned uncivilized people, “the 
Maori.” New Zealand now honors the Maori race by showing male and 
female flgures on the coins, a symbol of the perfect harmony in which the 
two races now live.

HAS U. S. J1^5 COIN STRUCK IN PLATINUM. 

I recently purchased a unique American coin that I am of the opinion is 
a pattern piece and possibly struck at the mint by some employee for his 
own or other personal use around the date of 1869. 

When I first secured this piece by purchase I was of the opinion that it 
was struck in silver, but upon close examination and tests from several 
jeweler sources here I And that the piece is absolutely struck in solid 
platinum with a weight for the coin of 5 dwt. and 5 grains and can be classed 
as very fine. The coin I speak of is a $5 gold piece. Liberty head of that 
period, dated 1869, from the San Francisco mint. 

Owing to it being platinum, I am informed that it must have been struck 
over the original die, as one cannot pour platinum in the same manner as 
you would gold, silver, lead, pewter and such materials, for platinum requires 
a terrific heat for melting and cools almost instantly. Therefore, I do not 
consider it a fake or counterfeit, but firmly believe it was struck at the mint. 
I have made several inquiries from Government sources and coin collectors, 
and they state they have no record of it, and do not discount it authenticy. I 
thought you might be interested in giving it a little publicity in The Numis- 
matist from a numismatic standpoint.
